TO THE MEMBERS OF THE COMMON COUNCIL: 

As I first requested of you in my April 16, 1976, communication to 
Council and have recently reiterated, it is important that all requests 
for appearances by members of the Administration be sent to the 
Mayor’s office.

While I fully realize that not all questions that will be asked of the indi¬ 
vidual can be anticipated in advance, the fact that Council would like 
someone to appear indicates that one or several members of Council 
would like clarification on some points being considered. I now again 
ask that the following procedure be followed in order to best serve 
your interests, those of the Administration, and those of the citizens 
of Fort Wayne: 

The questionable points must be submitted in advance to the Mayor’s 
office , so the proper individual will appear before you with the most 
complete and accurate information available. If all the needed infor¬ 
mation is included in the request sent to my office, it will make it 
possible for me to determine who would be most knowledgeable to 
answer your questions and facilitate the handling of your request. 



AN EQUAL OPPORTUNITY EMPLOYER 
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After receipt of your request in the Mayor’s office, we will notify the 
City Clerk of the name of the individual who will appear to answer 
your questions. Upon arrival at the meeting, my representative will 
report his presence to the City Clerk. 

My staff if aware of, and concurs with, this procedure and no further 
requests for appearance before Council will be honored unless made 
through the Mayor’s office. I am sure you will agree that by following 
this procedure, no further embarassment either to Council or represen¬ 
tatives of this administration should occur.

It has been requested by the CoinniDn Council through the 
office of the City Clerk that all ordinances and resolutions be 
submitted to the Clerk on or before 12:00 Noon on the Monday 
preceding Council's regular sessions on the second and fourth 
Tuesdays of each month. Said ordinances would then be processed 
as directed by the Council, properly numbered, and delivered 
to each of the members of the Common Comcil. The Council will 
then review the ordinances and possibly introduce them before 
Council. Neither the Clerk nor any member of the Administration 
has the authority to divulge the contents of these ordinances 
because they have not yet been accepted by Council for introduction. 

It has come to the attention of the Clerk that the 
Administration has, through the office of the City Attorney, 
openly and freely released the proposed ordinances to various 
persons and to select members of the media. It occurs to me 
that some time ago, (approximately 3 or 4 months), the Mayor 
orally agreed that these ordinances would not be delivered to 
anyone nor the contents divulged until such time as the Clerk 
would avail these ordinances to the Fort Wayne news media. 

It is hope that this agreement be re-established and 
this cooperation be given Council in the same fashion as the 
cooperation given by Comcil as requested by the Mayor on 
September 30, 1976 in regard to appearances before Comcil. 

Members of this legislative body have the right to a first 
reading before publication. 

Council also has the right to prohibit introduction of any 
bill before them as they see fit. The premature release of the 
ordinances not only embarrasses the Comcil, but might coerce 
Comcil into approving mdesired or mtimely legislation. 

I request the President of the Comcil to consider a
